Excuse For Inaction? 

(By C. J. Harris) 

At least on paper, the federal government is very 
much in favor of helping small business and also very 
much in favor of helping Canadians retain ownership 
of Canadian firms. But the government partly showed 
little evidence of real concern for these aims when a 
private member’s motion to allow five-year install¬ 
ment payments of death duties, rather than full pay¬ 
ment within six months as the law now requires, was 
brought before Parliament recently. Government 
spokesmen refused to entertain the idea. 

It was argued by Alfred Hales (PC, Wellington 
South) that the estate tax yields only iy 2 per cent 
of the government’s income, but has a very harmful 
effect on the economy. The present law, he charged, 
often forces the quick sale to foreign investors of 
small family firms that lack the cash reserves to 
meet the tax. His proposal, he added, was endorsed 
by the Canadian Bar Association and the National 
Council of Women. 

E. J. Benson, parliamentary secretary to the 
Finance Minister, countered that the government’s 
Industrial Development Bank could make loans to 
help companies meet the tax and that, in any event, 
the federal goverment could not change the law with¬ 
out consulting the provinces. One opposition member 
acidly remarked that negotiating a loan with the In¬ 
dustrial Development Bank might take from one to 
two years. 

It may be that estate taxes could be changed 
only after federal-provincial consultation, but the 
government should not use this as an excuse for in¬ 
action. Both levels of government agreed at the re¬ 
cent Ottawa conference that they were anxious to 
consult, closely and frequently, in areas where shared 
authority affected matters of pressing public concern. 
On the record of submissions to the Royal Commis¬ 
sion on Taxation it would certainly appear that es¬ 
tate taxes are a subject of vital concern both to busi¬ 
ness firms and to individuals. 

Several of the briefs to the commission have 
urged that, in keeping with present-day realities, the 
basic tax exemption on all estates should be raised 
from $60,000 to $100,000, that the law should permit 
installment payments, and that the peak rate should 
be lowered from 54 per cent to 30 per cent. Other 
briefs have urged that a widow should be granted 
tax exemption on half of her husband’s estate, that 
normal household furnishings should be considered 
the property of the widow and, most important, that 
pensions and annuities should not be taxed at their 
capitalized value since this subjects a widow to double 
taxation. 

Tax-hungry politicians may prefer to think other¬ 
wise, but it is apparent that many Canadians feel 
these are matters of vital, immediate concern.
